Bank donates $100K to new college

With fundraising having begun 
for the $3.6 million Casey County 
Education and Community Center 
in downtown Liberty, a local bank 
has stepped up in a big way. 

The board of directors at Casey 
County Bank presented Mayor 
Steve Sweeney and Casey County 
Judge-Executive Ronald Wright 
with a check for $100,000 on 
Tuesday at a ceremony at the 
bank. 

Bank President Mark Wolford 
said that this donation is simply an 


extension of what Casey County 
Bank has done since its inception. 

“Investing in Casey County 
has always been a priority for the 
Casey County Bank. We are hon¬ 
ored to be a part of this project and 
see it as an opportunity to support 
education and participate in the 
growth of our community,” Wol¬ 
ford said. 

Blaine Staat, Director of the 
Liberty-Casey County Economic 
Development Authority, said that 
this sizable gift is a great start to a 
fundraising drive. 

“It’s wonderful to see that kind 


of commitment to community and 
generosity of spirit. I also hope that 
other businesses and organizations 
use this news to take some time to 
reflect on what they might be able 
to do to support the college. We’re 
going to need all the help we can 
get,” Staat said. 

To date, and with the Casey 
County Bank’s donation, about 
$1.8 million has been raised for 
the college. Mayor Steve Sweeney 
said that construction should begin 
in late September and plans are for 
the college to be open for the fall 
semester next September. 


Gaik arrested 
on additional 
child porn 
charges

A Casey County man arrested last year on 
20 charges of possessing matter portraying a 
sex performance by a minor and two counts 
of distribution of that matter 
now stands accused of ad¬ 
ditional child pornography 
charges. 

Franklin Gene Clark, 

30, of 3456 South Ky. 387, 

Bethelridge, was arrested 
on May 9 at his residence 
by KSP Trooper Cassan¬ 
dra Mullins and charged 
with possession of matter portraying sexual 
performance by a minor and distribution of 
matter portraying a sexual performance by a 
minor. 

The arrest report states that last month, 
Lexington Police contacted officers with 
KSP Electronic Crime Branch and said that 
they had downloaded nine files containing 
child sexual exploitation from a computer at 
the address where Clark was arrested. KSP 
officers had also downloaded five files con¬ 
taining child pornography from the same 
computer. 

The arrest citation states that the down¬ 
loaded files “largely depicted the sexual 
abuse of children under the age of 12.” 

Further, after executing a search warrant 
on May 9, Mullins states that Clark admit¬ 
ted to downloading, viewing, and possessing 
images of child sexual exploitation. Detec¬ 
tives also found a computer thumb drive con¬ 
taining three images of child pornography in 
Clark’s bedroom. 

Clark is lodged in the Casey County Deten¬ 
tion Center after having his bond revoked on 
Monday where he appeared in Casey County

A tentative KSBA timeline calls for a new 
superintendent to be announced by mid to late 
June.

Price told his board, con¬ 
cerned citizens, and facul¬ 
ty/staff $1.2 million in cuts 
needed to be made in the 
2013-2014 budget in order 
to avoid overspending. 

Popular programs would 
be cut, as would jobs. 

Price said if people were 
going to lose their jobs, 
he would “come to each 
one of you and look you 
in the eye to tell you my¬ 



self’ instead of using let¬ 
ters, emails, second-hand 
sources or having a subor¬ 
dinate break the bad news.

Asian cultures because 
the plant’s gnarly, multi¬ 
pronged root is believed 
to have medicinal proper¬ 
ties that help improve ev¬ 
erything from memory to 
erectile dysfunction. And 
the wild roots are believed 
to be more potent than 
cultivated roots.” 

I plan on looking at the 
law concerning harvesting 
ginseng and when it can 
be legally harvested. 

One person interviewed 
in the article states that 
finding one or two plants 
is like finding a $5 or $10 
bill. 


But one thing that Sher¬ 
iff Coffman stressed to me 
and should be fairly obvi¬ 
ous to everyone — you 
just cannot go onto some¬ 
one else’s property and 
remove anything without 
permission, it’s stealing. 

And, I’m sure there are 
laws about when the plant 
can be harvested as ecolo¬ 
gists have concerns about 
the environment or some 
such. 

Anyway, my hat’s off 
to a sheriff who keeps up 
with these things and can 
advise the public about 
what’s legal and not.

But prayers and patience 
perservered. 

“It’s people like this,” 
she said, gesturing to re¬ 
lay participants, “who give 
us hope.

The fundraising goal was 

$ 100 , 000 . 

Steady rains Friday did 
not dampen the spirits of 
nearly 30 teams and more 
than 400 registered par¬ 
ticipants who gathered at 
the Central Kentucky AG/ 
EXPO Center to walk laps 
in honor of cancer victims, 
play games, and enjoy food 
and fellowship. 

The 12-hour event was 
a time to remember those 
who have passed away and 
give hope to those who are 
battling the deadly disease. 

With well over 100 survi¬ 
vors in attendance, the suc¬ 
cess of the event is obvious. 

“We do this because we 
care,” Tarter said. “All of 
us are in this together, and it 
makes me proud to be from 
Casey County.” 

Money raised in the an¬ 
nual event goes toward 
research and assistance to 
those fighting cancer. 

Among the top fundrais¬ 
ers were Dunnville Chris¬ 
tian Church, $10,432.79, 
Butterfly Hope, $7,000, 
Casey County Bank,

gram is being introduced at 
the school. 

Athletic Director Victor 
Black spoke to the board 
about community interest in 
a soccer program at Mon¬ 
day’s board meeting. 

Black said parent/student 
meetings on the subject 
were held over the past two 
months. The public meet¬ 
ings were to originally gauge 
interest in both soccer and 
wrestling programs. 

He said only six male stu¬ 
dents expressed interest in 
wrestling and there was also 
not enough interest in a boys 
soccer team. Approximately 
22 females students com¬ 
mitted to a soccer program, 
Black said, and 15-18 girls 


are needed to start a team. 

Black said he had been in 
contact with the Kentucky 
High School Athletic Associ¬ 
ation (KHSAA) and learned 
“any school can start a pro¬ 
gram.” 

“I think there is a legitimate 
interest,” he said. “If you 
choose to do this now - we 
can look for a coach - and get 
this going.” 

Black said the new soc¬ 
cer team could be a “travel¬ 
ing team” which would play 
against regional schools. 

“We can see how it goes for 
a year or two,” he said. “Then 
maybe look at getting a home 
field facility.” 

CCHS Principal Josh 
Blevins said the idea is worth 
considering. 

“Any time we can have 


an avenue for students to ex¬ 
plore it’s worth looking at,” 
he said. 

Fifth District School Board 
Member Marilyn Coffey 
agreed, and made the motion 
- seconded by Third District 
Board Member Dr. Michael 
Turner - to implement a girls 
soccer program. The motion 
passed by unanimous vote. 

Casey County School Su¬ 
perintendent Linda Hatter 
suggested a $2,500 salary for 
the position of girls soccer 
coach.

Eight die on Kentucky roadways May 6-12 


Preliminary statistics in¬ 
dicate that eight people died 
in eight separate crashes on 
Kentucky’s roadways from 
Monday, May 6 through 
Sunday, May 12. 

Three single-fatality 
motor vehicle crashes oc¬ 
curred in Jefferson County. 
None of the victims were 
wearing seat belts. One of 
the crashes involved the 
suspected use of alcohol. 

One single-fatality mo¬ 
tor vehicle crash occurred 
in each of the following 
counties: Barren, Daviess 
and Jessamine. The victim 


in Barren County was not 
wearing a seat belt. 

One single-fatality mo¬ 
torcycle crash occurred in 
each of the following coun¬ 
ties: Lyon and Simpson. 
Neither of the victims were 
wearing a helmet. 

Through May 12, prelim¬ 
inary statistics indicate that 
190 people have lost their 
lives on Kentucky road¬ 
ways during 2013. This is 
53 less than reported for 
this time period in 2012. 

Of the 159 motor vehicle 
fatalities, 78 victims were 
not wearing seat belts. 


Nine of the 16 motorcycle 
fatalities were not wear¬ 
ing helmets. The one ATV 
fatality was not wearing a 
helmet. One bicycle rider 
has been killed. Twelve pe¬ 
destrians have been killed. 
One fatality involving an 
animal drawn vehicle has 
been reported. 

A total of 37 fatalities 
have resulted from crashes 
involving the suspected use 
of alcohol. As of May 12, 
Kentucky has had 33 days 
with zero highway fatali¬ 
ties reported during 2013. 

Citizens can contribute 


to highway safety by re¬ 
porting erratic drivers to 
the Kentucky State Police 
toll-free at 1-800-222- 
5555. Callers will remain 
anonymous and should 
give a description of the 
vehicle, location, direction 
of travel and license num¬ 
ber if possible. 

These statistics are still 
preliminary as KSP waits 
for all local law enforce¬ 
ment agencies through¬ 
out the state to report any 
crashes and fatalities that 
may have occurred in their 
areas.

Kentucky getting attention for innovation 


Kentucky has gotten a 
lot of attention over the 
years when it comes to 
finding innovative ways 
to govern. Our education 
reforms of the 1990s were 
hailed as national models, 
for example, and we are 
the only state to perma¬ 
nently dedicate half of our 
annual tobacco settlement 
payments to agriculture, 
a move that has played a 
key role in the industry’s 
record sales in recent 
years. 

Two other programs 
took a step into the na¬ 
tional spotlight early this 
month when a Harvard 
University-based center 
included them among the 
25 that will compete this 
fall for its Innovations in 
American Government 
Award. 

One of those is Metro¬ 
politan College, which is 
not actually a college but 
rather the name given to a 
cooperative effort between 
Louisville’s postsecondary 
schools, local and state of¬ 
ficials and several private 
companies. 

The largest is UPS, 
which since 1998 has seen 
thousands of its workers 
get a free college educa¬ 
tion and the workforce 
training they need. 

The college was a cru¬ 
cial selling point behind 
the company’s decision to 
undertake a major expan¬ 
sion. 

As a result, its annual 
employee turnover rate 
has since dropped by four- 
fifths. 

In terms of sheer num¬ 
bers, the other program 
recognized by Harvard 
is much smaller, but it is 
having a major impact as 
well. 

As its name implies, 
the Department of Public 
Advocacy’s alternative

sentencing social worker 
program pairs a social 
worker with public de¬ 
fenders to help provide 
treatment plans for those 
charged with lower level 
drug charges. 

The General Assembly 
authorized this as a pi¬ 
lot program in 2006, and 
found it to be an imme¬ 
diate success in helping 
those arrested escape the 
cycle of drugs. Of the 229 
defendants served by the 
four social workers, only 
eight were re-arrested. 

Similar success has 
been seen since the pro¬ 
gram went statewide in 
2009. According to stud¬ 
ies by the University of 
Louisville and the Univer¬ 
sity of Kentucky, there is a 
double boost behind these 
programs. 

One study found that 
each participating social 
worker has saved more 
than $100,000 in incar¬ 
ceration costs, while the 
other showed a sizeable 
drop in the number of in¬ 
mates who returned to 
prison if they had received 
substance abuse treatment. 
As the state’s revenues 
continue to improve, we 
will have to see if we can 
expand this nationally rec¬ 
ognized program’s reach 
even more. 

With that concept in 
mind, the Kentucky Parole 
Board recently announced 
that it has changed a rule 
affecting inmates who 
only need to complete 
a substance abuse treat¬ 
ment program to qualify 
for parole. Under the new 


guideline, those now wait¬ 
ing could be released to 
enroll in a program at one 
of Kentucky’s community 
health centers. The parolee 
would still be monitored, 
but at a much lower cost: 
$17 per day versus $32. 

During this year’s leg¬ 
islative session, the Gen¬ 
eral Assembly took sev¬ 
eral steps designed to curb 
drug abuse in other ways. 

One of this year’s new 
laws establishes a peri¬ 
natal advisory committee, 
which will look for ways 
to reduce such things as 
infant mortality and sub¬ 
stance abuse by expectant 
mothers. The latter has un¬ 
fortunately sky-rocketed 
in recent years across the 
state, with the number of 
addicted newborns rising 
from 29 in 2000 to 730 in 
2011. 

This law also removes 
liability for those who ad¬ 
minister a drug designed 
to treat overdoses from 
narcotics, a move that will 
hopefully reduce a recent 
spike in these cases. 

Our ongoing effort to 
reduce prescription-drug 
deaths has taken a major 
step forward as well over 
the last 18 months, with 
other states following our 
lead. 

Since the start of 2012, 
the number of pain clinics 
throughout the state has 
dropped from nearly 50 
to seven, and the number 
of prescriptions for the 
strongest pain medicine 
declined by more than 11 
percent during the latter 
half of last year. 

Our state’s prescription- 
drug monitoring program, 
known as KASPER, has 
long been viewed as a na¬ 
tional model. A report last 
month by the federal Sub¬ 
stance Abuse and Mental 
Health Services Adminis-

tration referred to it as the 
“gold standard.” 

KASPER has helped 
doctors be more informed 
when prescribing medi¬ 
cine, and it has helped 
law enforcement pinpoint 
potential problem areas 
at their earliest stages. 
Because of increased re¬ 
porting requirements, the 
system now processes six 
times as many reports as it 
did a year ago. 

On a related note, the 
recent National Prescrip¬ 
tion Drug Take-Back Day 
proved to be extremely 
popular here in Kentucky. 
Our citizens dumped more 
than 7,000 pounds of un¬ 
wanted medicine that day, 
which is about 50 percent 
higher than last year’s to¬ 
tal. 

The General Assembly 
will always have to be 
vigilant when it comes to 
curbing illegal drug use - 
or tackling any other per¬ 
sistent problem - but we 
have come a long way in 
a relatively short amount 
of time. 

As we have shown over 
the years, and as organiza¬ 
tions like Harvard’s center 
have found, we are not 
afraid to be innovative, 
and that is why other states 
are increasingly looking 
to Kentucky for solutions 
that work.

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Beshear expands health 
coverage to Kentuckians 

FRANKLIN COUNY (Frankfort) 

- Calling it “the single-most important deci¬ 
sion in our lifetime for improving the health of 
Kentuckians,” Gov. Steve Beshear announced 
the inclusion of 308,000 more Kentuckians 
in the federal Medicaid health insurance pro¬ 
gram. 

The expansion, together with the creation of 
the Health Benefit Exchange, will ensure that 
eveiy Kentuckian will have access to afford¬ 
able health insurance, the governor said. 

The expansion - made in accordance with 
the federal Affordable Care Act (known as 
ACA) - will help hundreds of thousands of 
Kentucky families, dramatically improve the 
state’s health, create nearly 17,000 new jobs 
and have a $15.6 billion positive economic 
impact on the state between its beginning in 
Fiscal Year 2014 and full implementation in 
Fiscal Year 2021, Beshear said at a news con¬ 
ference. 

“I have repeatedly said that I believe it is in 
the best interest of the Commonwealth and its 
citizens to provide better access to health care 
for our people. My only concern was the cost,” 
Beshear said. “We have now done the exhaus¬ 
tive research - and our conclusion matched 
what most other states have found: by expand¬ 
ing Medicaid, Kentucky will come out ahead 
in terms of both health outcomes and finances. 
In fact, if we don’t expand Medicaid, we will 
lose money.” 

Several months of internal analysis - as 
well as outside studies conducted by the Uni¬ 
versity of Louisville and the Price Waterhouse 
Coopers accounting and actuarial firm - deter¬ 
mined that the expansion was a good deal for 
those families and for taxpayers. The reviews 
gathered information about possible impacts to 
citizen health, the state budget, workforce and 
economic development. 

Medicaid currently provides health care 
for low-income or disabled citizens. After the 
U.S. Supreme Court upheld the ACA last year, 
states have the option to expand Medicaid eli¬ 
gibility to individuals who earn up to 138 per¬ 
cent of the Federal Poverty Level (FPL), with 
the guarantee that the federal government will 
cover the entire cost for the first three years. 

The expansion will be effective Jan. 1,2014. 
By expanding, every Kentucky citizen will 
have access to affordable health care, either 
through Medicaid or through the Health Bene¬ 
fits Exchange - no one will fall into a coverage 
gap, according to a statement from Beshear’s 
office. 

The governor cited several key reasons for 
expanding the program, including drastic im¬ 
provements to Kentucky’s abysmal health 
rankings; millions in savings to the state bud¬ 
get and Kentucky taxpayers; billions in eco¬ 
nomic impact to the state, including nearly 
17,000 new jobs; preventing costly penalties 
to businesses and protecting hospital funding; 
and broad support from health care advocates, 
county officials, and medical providers. 


About 640,000 Kentuckians are uninsured. 
By expanding Medicaid eligibility, an estimat¬ 
ed 308,000 Kentuckians will qualify for health 
care coverage - a population greater than the 
size of Lexington and Fayette County. 

Beshear pointed to Kentucky’s dismal rank¬ 
ings in multiple health outcomes as one of the 
reasons to give lower-income Kentucky fami¬ 
lies access to reliable, quality health care. In 
2012, Kentucky’s overall health ranking was 
44th in the nation. Kentucky is at the bottom of 
many national health rankings, including 50th 
in smoking, 40th in obesity, 41st in diabetes, 
50th in cancer deaths, 49th in heart disease, 
43rd in high cholesterol, 44th in annual dental 
visits and 48th in heart attacks. 

Multiple state and national reports show that 
when someone has or gains health coverage, 
there are measurable improvements in health 
status, including a decrease in delayed care and 
reduction of mortality rate. When larger groups 
gain health coverage, the workforce improves. 

Conversely, if Kentucky chose not to expand 
eligibility, the state would create a coverage gap 
for hundreds of thousands of citizens. The Su¬ 
preme Court ruling on ACA making expansion 
optional created a coverage gap for those who 
are not eligible for a state’s existing Medicaid 
program, but whose income is too low to qual¬ 
ify for premium subsidies through the Health 
Benefit Exchange. In Kentucky, up to 206,000 
citizens would fall into this gap - not eligible for 
Medicaid benefits, but also unable to get subsi¬ 
dized coverage through the exchange, the state¬ 
ment said. 

Jessamine County rider drowns 
after horse slips,falls in stream 

(JESSAMINE COUNTY (Nicholasville) 

- A Jessamine County man drowned Saturday 
evening after the horse he was riding slipped 
and fell into a rain-swollen stream, authorities 
said. 

Searchers found the body of Danny Reynolds 
about 9 a.m. Sunday, roughly half a mile from 
where he and his horse went into the water, Jes¬ 
samine County Coroner Michael Hughes said. 

The incident occurred along a small stream 
near Brumfield Lane, according to Hughes. 

WKYT-TV identified the stream as Hickman 
Creek. 

Reynolds, 56, was riding with some compan¬ 
ions when he guided his horse into the stream, 
Hughes said. The coroner said it was unclear 
whether Reynolds was trying to cross the stream 
or simply wanted to ride into the water. 

The water in the stream was turbulent from 
recent heavy rains, the coroner said. 

According to Hughes, the horse slipped and 
went down, and Reynolds and the horse fell 
into the water. Reynolds was swept away by the 
strong current, the coroner said. 

Members of the Jessamine County Fire De¬ 
partment searched the stream bank without suc¬ 
cess Saturday night. They resumed the search 
about 7:45 Sunday morning, and found Reyn¬ 
olds’ body a little more than an hour later.

The Casey County Farm 
Service Agency would like 
toremindareaproducersthat 
there are several deadlines 
quickly approaching. 

*DCP (Com Base) sign¬ 
up will end on Aug. 2,2013; 
however, producers are 
highly encouraged to sign 
up by July 15 since the 
crop reporting deadline 
falls on this date and is 
required for payment. All 
DCP payments will be in 
October this year since no 
advance payments have 
been authorized. 

*The 2011 SURE 
program which com¬ 
pensates producers for 
crop losses incurred 
in 2011 due to natu¬ 


ral disaster mns through 
June 7, 2013. In order to 
qualify for the SURE pro¬ 
gram, the producer must 
havehadinsurance coverage 
on all crops grown on all 
farms. The exception to 
this mle would be if the 
uninsured crop was less 
than 5 percent of the total 
farm revenue. 

*The Conservation Re¬ 
serve Program (CRP) will 
re-open on May 13, 2013. 
Producers may be able to 
enroll their land into the 
CRP program and earn 
annual rental payments as 
well as cost share. A cou¬ 
ple of popular options are 
fencing off sensitive ar¬ 
eas including creeks and 


ponds to exclude livestock 
and installing water tanks. 
Wildlife habitats may 
also be established to 
encourage wildlife to 
the area. Field borders 
around crop fields may be 
utilized in order to reduce 
pesticide/fertilizer mn 
off and grass waterways 
be established to reduce ero¬ 
sion. During the upcoming 
General CRP signup from 
May 20-June 14, if a 
field meets the crite¬ 
ria of having cropping 
history, the entire field may 
be eligible for enrollment. 

*Crop reporting deadline 
is July 15 for most crops 
including tobacco, corn, 
soybeans, pasture, hay, and 


most vegetables. A crop 
report must be on file to 
be eligible for most pro¬ 
grams and is essential if 
obtaining Federal Crop 
Insurance. 

*The nomination period 
for County Committee be¬ 
gins June 17,2013 and runs 
through Aug. 1. LA A area 
2 in the northeastern sec¬ 
tion of the county will 
be holding an election 
this year which includes 
the areas of Butchertown, 
Jacktown, Yosemite, 
and Walltown.

Micah Smith and Shelby 
Stringer captured repeat re¬ 
gional titles at last Saturday’s 
Region 5 Double A track meet 
hosted by Boyle County. 

“They did well,” said 
Coach Matt Willoughby 
“We didn’t do anything spec¬ 
tacular. They both stopped 
(pole vault) without scratch¬ 
ing out. We just wanted to 
play it safe.” 

With the cold, windy, wet 
weather, the coach and the 
athletes felt that stopping 
before they scratched out in 
pole vault was a safer move 
in preparation of state. 

Smith, the 2013 pole vault 
and high jump champion, 
matched last year’s vault with 
ll’O” to take the gold, while 
he bettered his high jump 
height by two inches, clear¬ 
ing 6’0” on Saturday. 

“He’s finally got 6’2” this 
year and his confidence is up 
right now,” Willoughby said. 
“He put it up on 12’ (in pole 
vault) and did one jump but 
stopped after that just because 
of the conditions.” 

Stringer, a junior, did not 
match her personal best height 
in the pole vault, but bettered 
last year’s performance at re¬ 
gion by a foot and a half. She 
cleared 9’6” for the victory, 
which ranks her first among 
the state qualifiers. 

“Shelby did slip on the pole 
one time and it flew it out of 
her hands,” Willoughby said. 
“She’s really confident right 
now in what she can do. We 
may have got 10’ that day but 
we just didn’t want to try any¬ 
thing else.” 

According to Willoughby, 
Stringer had the meet won 
at 8’0” but moved the bar up 
to 9’6” to give her the num¬ 
ber one seed heading into the 
state competition. 

The regional champs led 
Casey to sixth place team fin¬ 
ishes for the boys’ and girls 
squads — both improve¬ 
ments from last year. 

Seven individuals will ad¬ 
vance to the Kentucky state 
meet this Friday — a smaller 
crew than last year primarily 
due to none of Casey’s relay 
teams qualifying. However, 
the seven individuals will 


represent the Rebels in a to¬ 
tal of seven events at the state 
meet. 

“I’m a little disappointed in 
the numbers (we’re taking to 
state),” said Willoughby, but 
added the percentage of kids 
on the team who qualified for 
state, compared to his past 
years, is about the same. “I 
was pretty proud of the boys 
team this year. They were a 
lot more competitive.” 

Boys 

Smith, who was not only 
the lone state qualifier for 
the boys last year, but also 
the only Rebel to score team 
points in the region, has com¬ 
pany joining him in the field 
at state. Senior Alex Bolin 
and eighth grader Collin 
Miller will advance to state as 
well, both for the first time. 

Bolin will compete in the 
shot put at state after captur¬ 
ing fourth in the region with a 
toss of 40’8”. 

“He’s learned as he went 
along and he finally got com¬ 
fortable at it,” Willoughby 
said, adding Bolin’s throw 
was a personal best. 

Miller will join Smith in the 
pole vault at the state meet, 
finishing fourth in the region 
with a height of 9’6”. 

“I don’t know that I’ve 
had an eighth grader in the 
boys go (to state),” said Wil¬ 
loughby. “That wasn’t even 
his best. He’s gotten 10’ this 
year, so he’s doing really well 
this year.” 

Willoughby said Miller 
will compete in the middle 
school state championship 
in Louisville the following 
weekend where he has a shot 
to win the event. 

“We’re using this as a 
warm up,” said Willoughby. 

Girls 

While the girls’ relays will 
not have a go at a state medal 
this year, four girls will com¬ 
pete in four events in hopes 
of earning a place on the po¬ 
dium Friday. 

“This is the first time since 
I’ve been coaching that we 
haven’t had a relay team go to 
state,” Willoughby said, com¬ 
menting that the team has less 
experience than in past years. 
The 400-meter relay finished 
fifth overall, just missing an 
at-large bid to state, while 


the 800-meter relay finished 
sixth. 

“Our region is competitive 
and I’m glad we’re in this 
region for that reason. The 
good thing about the relays is 
I’m not losing anyone,” said 
Willoughby. 

Stringer, who cleared 8’6” 
at the 2012 state meet to 
claim the runner-up title, will 
aim for both a personal best 
and the state title this year. 
Teammate Nicole Nagy will 
also compete for a spot on the 
podium. 

Nagy, a senior, cleared 8’0” 
this past weekend to earn third 
in the region, the same height 
that advanced her to state last 
year. Last year Nagy’s state 
performance fell short of that 
at region and she cleared 7’6” 
to finish in a three-way tie for 
sixth place. Her 8’0” regional 
performance sends her to 


state ranked 11th, just behind 
four other competitors who 
cleared 8’0”. 

“I think the experience of 
being there before will be her 
advantage this year, and she 
looked really good on Satur¬ 
day,” said Willoughby.. 

Sophomore Lakken Miller 
is the only Lady Rebel to 
have qualified for state in two 
events. She is also the only 
Casey athlete to qualifying 
in a running event. She will 
compete in both the high 
jump and 400-meter dash. 

Lakken, who was third in 
the high jump at region last 
year, equaled her jump of 
4’8” this year, but it was only 
good enough for fourth. She 
also cleared 4’8” at the state 
level last year, which saw a 
12th place finish, but her per¬ 
sonal best is 4’10”. 

On the track, Miller ran 


a 1:02.98 in the 400-meter 
dash, a personal best that 
earned her third place in the 
region and a ticket to state. 

“We’d kind of gotten away 
from the 400 because of try¬ 
ing to get her in the relays,” 
Willoughby said. “She’s only 
been running the 400 the last 
two weeks. Next year that is 
going to be her main focus. 
(I think she) could easily 
be down to a 58 (before she 
graduates) if she really works 
hard at it.” 

Junior Abby Meece will 
make her second trip to the 
state meet to again vie for a 
medal in the discus throw. 

“Abby probably had the 
longest throw of the day, but 
it was out of bounds,” said 
Willoughby. “If the condi¬ 
tions are good, she’s in posi¬ 
tion to finish really well.” 

Meece finished third in the 
region with a toss of 98’0”, a 
three and a half foot improve¬ 
ment from last year’s third 
place finish. Her regional 
performance gives her the 
sixth seed rank heading into 
Friday’s meet. 

While proud of the state 
qualifiers, there were a few 
competitive members of the 
team who fell just shy of a 


state bid. 

Sophomore Tiara Cochrai 
finished fifth and sixth in th< 
100-meter and 300-mete 
hurdles respectively. 

“Tiara didn’t mn her bes 
time in either of the hurdli 
races. Weather may hav< 
affected her in those,” Wil 
loughby said, making note o 
the fact everyone was dealing 
with equal weather condi 
tions. 

Senior John Shoaf cami 
up under the weather, but stil 
opted to compete on Satur 
day. However, his times wen 
off from his best. He finishe< 
seventh in the 400-meter an< 
ninth in the 800-meter. 

With so many repeat stati 
qualifiers, Willoughby i 
hopeful nerves will not be a 
big of an issue for his athlete 
as it can be for first-time com 
petitors. 

“I’m pretty confident ii 
what I’m taking to state an< 
their abilities,” he said. “W 
could easily have a couple o 
state champions.” 

The KHSAA Double J- 
state meet will be held Frida; 
at the University of Louis 
ville’s Owsley Frazier Cardi 
nal Park.

It was a late night Thurs¬ 
day when Casey took on 
Monticello (3-22-1) in back- 
to-back games.

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Casey County grand jury hands down 11 indictments

A Casey County grand 
jury has indicted a man on 
charges that he allegedly 
assaulted two law enforce¬ 
ment officers. He was also 
indicted on a disorderly 
conduct charge. 

Gary Record, 64, of 
Caney Fork Ridge Road, 
Liberty, was arrested on 
March 25 at a residence on 
Caney Fork Ridge Road by 
Sheriff Jerry Coffman and 
Deputy Chad Weddle and 
charged with two counts of 
second-degree assault and 
disorderly conduct. 

Court records state that 
Casey Circuit Court Judge 
Judy Vance ordered the 
two officers to assist Re¬ 


cord’s ex-wife to get items 
from a residence. 

After officers arrived, 
Record threw two vases on 
the sidewalk, and then be¬ 
came irate and hit Coffman 
and Weddle with his fists. 
Record was then tazered 
by officers. 

Other indictments in¬ 
clude: 

■ Kody Chadwell faces 
charges of second-degree 
burglary, first-degree crim¬ 
inal mischief, theft by un¬ 
lawful taking under $500, 
and two counts of second- 
degree being a persistent 
felony offender. Chadwell 
is accused of breaking into 
Danny Bryant’s home on 
March 2 and taking a knife, 
cigarettes, and a .45 caliber 
magazine. 


■ Ronald Scott was in¬

Circuit Court before 
Judge Judy Vance for a 
change of plea hearing 
concerning the original 22 
charges he was arrested for 
Aug. 1,2012. 

However, Shelby Horn, 
the public defender who’s 
representing Clark, told 
Vance that he would like 
to handle the old and new 
charges together once the 
new charges are presented 
in Casey County District 


Court. 

“I would like to dispose 
of everything at once, if 
we can,” Horn said, adding 
that he assumed Clark’s 
newest charges would be 
presented when the grand 
jury meets on June 7. 

Vance scheduled Clark’s 
next hearing for June 24. 

Previous charges 

Investigators began 
tracking Clark’s Internet 
habits in January of 2012 


when they allegedly recov¬ 
ered two videos sent from 
Clark’s registered e-mail 
address to a man in Utah, 
according to court records. 

The videos depict boys 
as young as 12 perform¬ 
ing sex acts, court records 
show. It’s believed that 
Clark had been exchanging 
several lewd images with 
the man. 

Also, at least 100 files 
containing pornographic 
child images were found 
inside Clark’s residence, 


according to court records. 
Investigators also recov¬ 
ered from Clark’s home 
several electronic devices 
— including an Xbox 360 
and Playstation 3 — which 
they believe were used in 
the crimes, court records 
state. 

Equipment used to al¬ 
legedly distribute and pos¬ 
sess child pornography was 
seized and taken to KSP’s 
Forensic Laboratory for 
examination.

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Liberty City 
Council amends 
zoning map

Liberty City Council has 
approved a local business 
owner’s request to amend 
the zoning map for prop¬ 
erty near his business. In 
a special called meeting 
on Friday at City Hall, the 
council adopted an amend¬ 
ment without discussion 
and there was no public ob¬ 
jection to the change. 

Curt Demrow, of McKin¬ 
ney-Brown Funeral Home, 
went before the Liberty 
Planning and Zoning Com¬ 
mission on April 25 to seek 
a change from residential to 
mix use for a half-acre lot 
at 98 Brown Court, located 
behind the funeral home. 

Demrow said that he 
wants to construct a 6,000 
square-foot building on the 
property to house equip¬ 
ment used by the business. 

The commission ap¬ 
proved the request and for¬ 
warded it to the city council 
for approval. First reading 
of the ordinance was held 
May 8 with second reading 
and adoption on Friday. 

Mayor's report 

■ Heard Mayor Steve 
Sweeney say that the city 
would be renovating the 
natural gas house on Whipp 
Avenue with necessary re¬ 
pairs in the near future. 

■ Ground breaking for 
the new college in down¬ 
town Liberty is slated for 
September and construc¬ 
tion should be completed 
next September. 

■ Work should begin 
on a waterline project on 
Trammell Street to increase 
water pressure. Vivian Pey¬ 
ton, who lives on Trammell 
Street, attended the council 
meeting and said that she, 
along with other property 
owners on the street, were 


having problems. 

Councilman Andy 
Lawhom said that he’s been 
hearing complaints about a 
city property. 

“I’ve received a few calls 
about property on Whipp 
Avenure being overgrown 
with snakes in it,” Lawhom 
said. Sweeney said he 
would look into it. 

Liberty resident Randy 
Roy, who lives on the cor¬ 
ner of Whipp Avenue and 
Trammell Street, told coun¬ 
cil members he’s having 
yard sale signs posted on 
his property. 

“I have eight or nine yard 
sales on the property. They 
also take duct tape and put 
signs on the stop signs,” he 
said, referring to the poles 
which hold the stop signs. 

Sweeney said that he’s 
asked the police to see the 
people who duct taped 
signs to stop signs. 

In addition, the mayor 
said the council may have 
to take action on the matter 
if the practice of duct tap¬ 
ing signs to city stop signs 
continues. 

“We prefer that they use 
small a sign on a stake 
that can be driven into the 
ground where it doesn’t im¬ 
pede the view of motorists 
and then remove them af¬ 
terwards,” Sweeney said. 

Also on Friday, the coun¬ 
cil approved the mayor’s 
request to spend up to 
$15,000 to hire an engi¬ 
neering firm to conduct a 
study to assess the need for 
a new dam at the 350-tract 
of land adjoining Lake Lib¬ 
erty which was purchased 
in April of 2010 for future 
expansion of the lake.

Not that she remembers 
the exact day (she does) 
but, “It was February 
15th...,” Sarah Coffman 
recalled. 

Sarah and her mother, 
Teena, were sitting on a 
bed in their Middleburg 
home when the phone rang. 
“I didn’t recognize the 
number, but I saw a ‘275’ 
(prefix) and knew it was a 
call from Lexington,” Sar¬ 
ah said. 

The Casey County High 
School senior was about 
to answer a long-awaited, 
history-making call. 

Sarah Coffman is the 
first local student to ever 
receive the distinguished 
University of Kentucky 
(UK) Otis A. Singletary 
Scholarship. 

“We’re really proud of 
her,” her father, Ken Coff¬ 
man, said. “It’s a pretty big 
deal.” 
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CCHS Senior Sarah Coffman is 
one of 40-50 students to be 
awarded the 2013 UK Otis A. 
Singletary Scholarship. 


The Otis A. Singletary 
Scholarship, named for 
former UK President Otis 
A. Singletary, has been 
awarded since 1985 and is 
the most prestigious aca¬ 
demic scholarship awarded 
by the university. 

“I think it’s really cool 
to be able to be first person 
from here to get it,” Sarah 


said. 

And the competition was 
fierce, her mother said. 

With her exemplary 
grades and ACT score, 
Sarah, 18, was one of 
3,000 eligible candidates 
for the scholarship. 

There was an applica¬ 
tion process and essays to 
endure, and in November, 
Sarah participated in the 
first round of interviews 
which pared the pool of 
potential recipients down 
to approximately 200 stu¬ 
dents. 

Then the waiting... 

When “the call” came, 
there was celebration.

The Singletary Scholar¬ 
ship covers the full cost 
of tuition, premium room 
and board, and a personal 
stipend for four years of

$2,000 toward a summer 
study abroad program and 
an iPad2. 

“I like that!” Sarah said. 

All of the 40-50 stu¬ 
dents who are awarded the 
Singletary Scholarship are 
also automatically enrolled 
in the Honors Program at 
UK and given guidance 
toward opportunities and 
resources at the university 
and beyond. 

Sarah, who will be at¬ 
tending UK this fall as a 
freshman, plans to double¬ 
major in Finance/Political 
Science. 

“I would eventually like 
to work for the government 
in Frankfort,” she said, 
“maybe be a representative 
or senator.” 

With numerous honors 
and achievements, and an 
interest in civic/communi¬ 
ty service, Sarah Coffman 
has a promising start to¬ 
ward a bright and brilliant 
future.

Five ways to Beat Summer Weight gain

cific goal, like volunteering, mastering a new skill, or getting a summer 
job. Just be sure to plan for some down time so you can relax a little! 

2. Stick to a schedule. With school out, we lose our daily routines. If 
you don’t have a specific job or activity to get up for, it’s easy to sleep 
late, watch too much TV, and snack more than usual. Make sure your 
summer days have some structure - like getting up at the same time 
each day and eating meals at set times. Plan activities for specific 
times, like exercising before breakfast. 

3. Stay busy. When we’re bored, it’s easy to fall into a trap of doing 
nothing and then feeling low on energy. In addition to helping you
